lished a new all-time low record 
for losses during the 1939-40 fis¬ 
cal year, it Is revealed in the an¬ 
nual report of the city's fire de¬ 
partment just filed with the city 
council. 

Chief Richards’ report lists 15 
fires, with a total fire loss of 
$73.60 between June 30 of 1939 
and the corresponding date this 
year. The loss was 14 cent.s per 
capita for estim.ited population 
of 5,000, and cost of maintaining 
the deparment was $1.11 per 
capita. It was operated through¬ 
out the year at .almast a thousand 
dollars under it.s budget 
ance of $6,494 .50. Actual 
operation was $5,551.39.

Haldwin .’Vve. And Michil- 
linda Up To L. A. County 


"Lights out," ordereil the city 
council in notifying the Southern 
California Fslison Company 
this week to cut the v/iros on 
Michlllinda blvd., between Fofit- 
bill blvd. and Orange Grove ave¬ 
nue. Unle.ss Los Angeles county 
comes to the re^cu-', this section 
of the boulevard will go dark 
because of complicated boundaries 
involving .Sierra Madre, Los An¬ 
geles County and Arcadia ^ 

The two main boulevards lead¬ 
ing north from Foothill blvd. — 
Baldwin avenue and Michlllinda 
^ blvd have always been lighted 
by this city, because land lying 
on either side of these streets has 
been vacant and the city felt 
justified in assuming the cost of 
lighting for advertl.sing value. 
The portion of Michlllinda blvd. 
between Foothill and Orange 
Grove is not within .Sierra Maalre 
city limits. It is bounded on the 
east by Arcadia and on the west 
by Los Angeles County. Recently 
home.s have been built on the Ar- 
cadl a aide and ornamental stijeet 
lights installed, but the lights 
have never been turned on, either 
by Arcadia or subdividers of the 
Baldwin estate. 

.So the couneilmen have decided 
that the cost of operating these 
lights not in the city limits— 
could better be spent lighting 
Sierra Madre blvd. and other sec¬ 
tions of the city. The pre.sent 
cost of the -Michlllinda blvd. lights 
is $2.31 each, or $13.86 a month. 

Discontinuance of these lights 
will not affect the two signs 
ilirecting naotorists to Sierra 
.Madre on Foothill blvd., at the 
-Michillinda and Baldwin intersec¬ 
tions. and It Is hoped that Ar¬ 
cadia will take over the lighting 
of the lower portion of Michillin- 
li i avvmie although technically It 
is In the county strip.

John Richardson and his daughter, Mr.s. James Smith, were 
living on Rk-harxlson’s claim above the canyon, now known as 
Cypress Court. The old Richardson house still stands on C^-press
